Dear  Dr.  MacNeish: 

On  February  25th  I  wrote  you  about  your  article  "Ancient 
Maize  and  Mexico"  which  we  are  planning  to  publish  in  the 
Summer  issue  of  ARCHAEOLOGY,  hoping  for  answers  to  several 
questions  about  the  plates  and  minor  points  in  the  text  before 
the  issue  ha <3  to  go  to  press.  Now  the  time  is  approaching 
rapidly,  and  I  am  wondering  if  you  got  my  letter,  or  indeed 
if  you  are  out  in  the  field  somewhere.  With  your  permission 
I  shall  exercise  my  editorial  prerogative  to  decide,  for  in¬ 
stance,  whether  to  write  Nal-tel  or  Nal-Tel  and  to  change  (p.B) 
"extremely  similar"  to  "quite  similar"  or  "extremely  like." 

But  if  possible  I  should  like  to  hear  from  you  about  the  other 
matters  and  I  shall  here  repeat  the  paragraphs  from  my  previous 
letter. 

Will  it  be  all  right  if  we  omit  the  figure  references  in  the 
text  and  simply  arrange  the  illustration  without  specific  refer¬ 
ence?  We  have  four  groups  of  illustrations  (which  of  course  have 
had  to  be  removed  from  their  heavy  backing  ),  Plates  1-3  and 
Figure  3.  What  is  the  relation,  if  any,  of  Figure  3  to  Plate  3? 
We  use  the  term  "Figure"  for  all  illustrations.  If  we  omit 
figure  numbers,  this  won't  matter.  Are  the  burials  shown  in 
Figure  3  and  Plate  3  different?  From  what  levels  do  they  come? 

On  page  7  is  the  sentence,  "Some  of  these  projectile  points 
were  still  attached  by  means  of  string  and  gum  to  wooden  lance 
foreshafts,"  and  a  figure  reference  has  been  inserted  at  the 
end,  but  we  have  no  illustration  for  this.  Did  you  intend  to 
send  one? 

Your  small  maps  have  been  redrawn  and  the  additional  site 
indicated.  They  have  been  photostated  and  the  plate  will  be  in 
white  on  black,  as  I  understand  it. 

I  am  expecting  to  send  as  much  as  possible  to  the  printer 
next  week,  but  I  shall  keep  back  your  article  in  hope  of  hearing

4.  Go  right  ahead  and  change  the  plates  to 
figures.  However,  since  each  of  my 
plates  had  a  number  of  illustrations  on 
them,  these  were  referred  to  as  figures. 
Also,  if  you  are  not  using  figure 
references  in  the  text,  the  omission  of 
the  figure  numbers  in  the  reference  to 
the  plate  makes  no  difference.
